Meeting 


Carson, of the Miami Weather 
Bureau outlined in detail the 
principal characteristiis of a 
tropical hurricane and the Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard, Railroads 
and Disaster Chairman for seven 
counties surrounding Lake Okee- 
chobee outlined plans for action 
in case of a reported hurricane. 

It was generally decided that 
the Red-Cross will assume no 
responsibility for persons who 
leave their home areas unless a 
storm has visited that area, or 
unless advice is given that the 
huricane is recognized as an im- 
minent hazard a "life and pro- 
perty" warning is given out. 

An officer representing the di- 
vision Commander under the 
Fourth Corps Area of Atlanta 
states that the army has a plan 
for mass evacuation of any areas 
affected in Florida and has en- 
ough trucks and equipment 
which is at the disposal of the 
Red Cross; the Coast Guard has 
a plan of action and also has 
boats and land equipment avail- 
able; the Navy likewise has of- 
fered its facilities; the radio sta- 
tions announce their willingness
